Thanks for your information. I checked the census records for 
TENN. and did find some DeArmon families living in TENN. so it is 
possible that the Mary E. Dearman that married Willis Walker was a 
DeArmon. You said the DeArmon family history shows Mary E. married 
Willis Walker. Do you have a copy of this history or the name of 
someone I could write to get a copy? I am still trying to verify 
that Henry Walker was Annice{or Annis) Walker's husband and I am 
hoping that someone in Willis! family might know who his father 
was. Any help you can give me on this would be appreciated. I notice 
you have Henry listed as Annice's husband and PG after it. Do you 
know who gave you this information? Was it in a book or family 
history? 


I have done a great deal of research on Walkers and have most 
of the census records for Mississippi on the 1850 census for Walkers. 
If you will give me what information you have on your Nancy Walker, 
date of birth, place, who she married, etc. I will check my records 
and see if I can come up with a name for you. I have some Bible 
Records for other Walker families I have collected when searching for 
Annice's husband and I have come attcross a lot of Nancys and 
would be willing to help you any way I can. 


I made a list of the people I know-.from the ones you sent me 
and I have made a seperate list of them but would like to explain 
or give additional information that might help you put them in 
family groups. Some hatvebeen verified and some have not. I am 
pretty sure most of them are correct. I have a copy of a BUSH book 
written by a Mary Black. She has researched all of the BUSH line and 
has published it. I found it in our library in the Geno. section. 
The Bibby Bush, father of Herrin Bush is a half brother to Charity 
Bush Walker and John P. Bush. They are children of Richard Bush of 
Edgefield Go. S. OC. 


Francis Walker was born 1758 in Prince George Co. MD. and 
Ezekiel Walker was born in 1750. I do not know who he married. He 
is listed on the 1790, 1800, 1810 SC census in Edgefield Co. Accord- 
ing to family history, Ezekiel came to Wayne Co. about 1818 and is 
listed on the 1820 census. Be must have died before the 1830 census 
as he is not listed anywhere. JI am working on this trying to re- 
construct his children as well as I can. I do not have a group sheet 
of Isaac Walker but I know the names of all of them. They are:

On the MURS? I have been working with another lady who descends 
from Francis Walker's youngest son Robert J. Walker. Robert J. Walker 
married Ann Murray, a daughter of James Murray and his 3rd wife Margaret 
(Graham) Chandler. Since she comes from both sides we have been trying 
to find the father of James Murray and believe it is the elder Andrew 
Murray. Andrew Murray is listed on the #800 and 1810 SC census of 
Edgefield Co. the same as the Walker family and then appears on the 
1820 Wayne Co. census. Andrew Murray jr. is listed with his father 
on the 1820 census, I assume, because he is not listed on the 1820 
census and I believe he didn't marry until he came to Ms. He is 
listed near James ey on the 1860 Simpson Co. Census li ving 
with his 2nd wife (Eliza Ballew and a 2 year old daughter). He was 
in his 60s and she was a 20 year old}. See marriage records of 
1855 Copiah Co. I found a Bible record for an Alexander Murray of 
Copiah Co. and it shows a Livicy Murray as mother of Alexander. 

She died in 1855 and I believe Andrew Murray remarried the young 

givt the same yours The bible record also shows Andrew and Eliza 
{Ballew) Murray's young daughter as a half-sister: welhis would 

mean Andrew Jr. had to be Alexander's father. It show also that 

a Matthew Izard was a half-brother of Alexander. This would indicate 
to me that the Livicy Murray who was Alexander's mother was probably 
married to an Izard before marrying the father Anderew Jr. I know 
some of this is ony speculation but if what is written is the truth, 
it bears out to be fact. 


Hezekiah Walker is the son of elder Hezekiah Walker a minister 
in SC. The Hezekiah Walker Jr. married a daughter of Bibby Bush. 
No first name was given. I have not been able to prove it yet but feel 
the elder Hezekiah {who incidently had 14 children in 1800 SC census) 
is the father of Bans anins Hiram, John and James Walker in Newton 
Co. Benjamin was born in Edgefield Co. SC 1790 and there were few 
Walkers he could belong to. They were all in the same age 
bracket of Hezekiah's sons so it could be. Too bad they didn't list 
names of everyone in those days. It would have saved us all a lot 
of work. 


I think that the Henry H. Walker b 1847{m. Margaret Brittan) 
is the son of the James Walker b. SC 1820. I am not sure who his 
parents were. Living with Henry H. Walker on the 1880 census was a 
Frank who was listed as his brother. 


I have a family history on a Jeremiah Walker. There were a 
number of Jeremiah's but this one was born 1794 in GA and married 
a Miriam (Foster), not a Lucinda Griffin you show. There could have 
been another Jeremiah that married a Lucinda Griffin but I don't 
have it. This information I obtained from Someone else working the 
Walkers and it was written by a John T. Cupit and placed in the 
Geno. records in Miss. According to this record Jeremiah and Miriam 
married in 1813 and is listed on the 1820 Lawrence Co. census. He 
is on the 1850 and 1840 census and I have made a list of the children 
of this Jeremiah and wh they married. ‘I do not know if it is the 
same Jeremiah you show however the age is the same. 
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The Willis Walker you show on the census record b. 1794 and 
listed on the 1820 census is a son of Francis Walker Sr. He 
was born 1795 in Edgefield Co. SG and moved with his family to 
Wayne Co. in 1818. He married in 1819 Charity Berry, daughter of 
German (J erman) Berry and Susannah Bailes. He moved to Simpson 
Co. and in 1836 he married second Martha Brinson, 6 June. The ceremony 
was performed by his father Francis Sr. I have the names of all his 
children and who they married, however they were not in Wayne Co. 
only in Simpson Co. 


Well, I had better close for now. I am sending you what 
I have on some of these. If you will send me any names you cannot 


locate, I will see if, in my research, I have come up with anything 
that might help you.

Dear Mrs. Strickland: 


I was sent your article in the Family Trees asking for infor- 
mation on persons living in Wayne County before 1880. I have 
some information on one family grouping that might be of interest 
to you. They lived in Wayne County more that 40 years. You 
might already have information on them but will send it hoping 
that you might be able to help me also. 


I found my great-grandfather Orange Walker living with his 
mother, brothers and sisters on the 1850 Simpson County census. 
His father died before the 1850 census so I do not know his first 
name. This is the only piece of puzzle I have not been able to 
solve. Since the courthouses in Wayne County and Simpson 
Counties both burned, I have not been able to get this informa- 
tion. Orange's mother was a McCarty and I fouW a Bible record 
for the McCarty family but it listed Annice(or Annis) married 
to a ----- Walker. Orange was named for Annice's brother Orange 
McCarty. The McCarty families lived in Clarke County and 

Wayne County since moving to Ms. from S.C. around 1826. 


Orange married sisters. He married first Mary Felts, and they 
had one son, Henry Dauce Walker. Mary died and Orange married 
second, Martha Felts. They are daughters of David W. Felts 

and Mary (Griffin) Felts of Rankin County. Martha (Felts) Walker 
was my great-grandmother. I copied the Felts in Rankin County 

to show you how the families intermarried. You will notice, 
living with Mary and Martha's brother Thomas Felts, a family 

by the name of Dearman. The Elizabeth 12 years of age is "Mary 
Elizabeth" Dearman who married Willis Walker, Orange's brother. 
They married in Clarke County in 1856 and then moved to Wayne County 
until Willis! death in 1909. Annice Walker followed her son to 
Wayne County and is listed,with her daughters, next door to 
Willis in 1860. Orange had moved to La. and wag there during 

the Civil War. I have no information on his brother Asa. He 
must have died, or moved away, between the 1850 census and 1860 


census. The 1853 State Census shows Permelia and Annice, living 
with Willis and Mary (Dearman) Walker on the Wayne Co. Census. 
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and I believe their mother, Annice had died by then. I do not 
have any tax records for Wayne County from 1860 to 1900 so I 
don't know if Annice paid taxes on the home she lived in at the 
time of the 1860 census, nor do I have any information on 
property taxes for Willis. 


I believe Annice Walker's husband, and Orange's father was Henry 
Walker, son of Rev. Francis Walker and Charity (Bush Walker but 
have no documented proof. Orange and Willis both named their 
first children Henry. This would seem to me that they named 

them after their father. All of Henry Walker's census records 
correspond with the number ofpeople in Annice's family listing 

in 1850... If, in your research you have discovered the father of 
Willis in Wayne County I would appreciate having it. If you have 
tax listing for Annice or Willis in Wayne County I would 
appreciate that also. 


T have other information on both these families that I would 
be willing to share, if you so desire. Please let me know.

JI have only begun, and find myself going over 
and over the same meager information and getting no further with mine. 

As deat Strickland probably told you my tie is in the EZEKIEL 
WALKER family, which shows in the 1850 Wayne County, Mississippi 
Census. The "SARAH A. WALKER age 20" as shown there must be my 
great grandmother, who married ROBERT LAURENCE CRAWFORD after his 
first wife (NANCY HICKS) died, about 1858. A page from the CRAWFORD 
family Bible shows birth dates and names of all the R. L. CRAWFORD © 
children with a line drawn between those of the first and second 
marriages, about 1858. The first two of Sarah's children must have 
died young.... THOMAS, b. Oct. 7, 1859, and CLARISA C. M. CRAWFORD, 

b. June 14, 1860. Sarah's next two children, JAMES O. CRAWFORD, 

b. June 15, 1862, and ALICE MINNIE CRAWFORD, b. February 5, 1870 

both lived to maturity, and Alice Minnie was my grandmother, who 
married my grandfather, WILLIAM CHARLES NORSWORTHY, January 25, 1893.

Samuel McDowell had become a politician of prominence in 
southern Virginia. He was a member of the House of Burgesses for 
several terms, ® and a member of the Convention of Delegates of Vir- 
ginia at Williamsburg in 1775. In 1782, he was appointed a commis- 
sioner to settle land claims in the District of Kentucky.#4 After some 
consideration, the desire to make the move was made a fact. The 
restless nature of the McDowells, the reports of the beautiful land 
across the mountains, and the new appointment of Samuel McDowell, 
led the family to make this perilous journey in 1783. Life in the beau- 


‘tiful Shenandoah Valley must have been pleasant except for the ~ 


dangers from the marauding Indians, but increasing reports of the 


_ rich land and plentiful game over the mountains stimulated many of _. .. .... 


those settlers to venture the journey and see for themselves. The 
migration of the McDowells required many days of difficult travel. At 
that time, Kentucky was largely a wilderness. 

Details of the éxpedition 53 of the McDowells over the mountains 
into Kentucky were not recorded. Experiences of others who travelled 
the same trails and were early settlers, particularly the explorers, 
including Dr. Thomas Walker and Daniel Boone, enhance our under- 
standing of that period and exemplify the failures and triumphs of 
those years. Later the increasingly travelled road from Virginia to 
Kentucky was known as the Wilderness Road, which extended 
through Cumberland Gap, Hazel Patch, Crab Orchard, Stanford, 
Danville, and into central Kentucky. 

Waller (1715-1794) was the first white man to enter Kentucky. ° 
He first explored this country in 1745, He was a physician, assem- 
blyman, guardian of Thomas Jefferson, and a surveyor. He was com- 
missioned in 1750 by the Loyal Land Company to lead a party to 
explore the vast area over the mouniains.2:42! The King of England 
had given the Loyal Land Company a blanket grant of 800,000 acres 
in Western Virginia in 1749. Dr. Walker was employed to find the 
best trail over the mountains to Kentucky. He was opposed to Stuart’s 
existing boundary line between Virginia and the Cherokee Indians. 
He thought it should be farther West. The King of England had 
obtained some sort of Indian title to the lands there that made them 
available for survey and settlement. Walker was also commissioned to 
care for the Indians after their defeat by Andrew Lewis. In addition 
he was to run a boundary line between North Carolina and Virginia, 
which became known as “Walker’s Line” (1780).124 


In 1750, Walker explored a considerable section of the eastern part 
of the mountains that he named the Cumberland Mountains. Here he 
found a deep division in the mountains on April 18, 1750, which 
allowed easier traverse into the western Virginia county. He named 
this the Cumberland Gap and the river that passed through it, the 
Cumberland River. His diary or log, as available in the Filson Club of 
Louisville, is detailed a ch historic interest.® 

He built the first small house as he passed through Cumberland 
Gap, a log cabin chinked with native mud. In addition to his observa- 
tions as a surveyor, he observed the vegetation and sought medical 
herbs. Dr. Walker was an extraordinary man with a wide range of 


interests. He died at Castle Hill, Virginia, in 1794,-at 80 years of age-- 


It was through this Cumberland Gap that the McDowells travelled on 
their way, by no means an easy trip but tremendously easier after Dr. 
Walker’s discovery. 

Most of the land of central Kentucky was very fertile and_con- 


“tained a large amount of wild game. Smyth (1784)!""reported, “Game 


of all kind is also exceedingly plenty; a man may kill six or eight deer 


every.day,which many do merely- for_their-skins—-~-Wild-turkeys;—-—- ----— 3 


very large and fat, are almost beyond number, sometimes five thou- 
sand in a flock, of which man may kill just as many as he pleases.” 
Great interest developed in this country. Filson* stated that there 
were only a few hundred people in Kentucky at that time. 

Enroute to their future home in Kentucky, a letter was sent by 
Samuel McDowell from “Joseph’s Grays, Washenton County (Virgi- 
nia) Septr. 25th, 1788.” It was addressed to his son-in-law in Rock- 
bridge County, Virginia, as follows: 


Dear Andrew: 

We arrived here yesterday on Sets of Tomorrow we had a 
good Voige so far. I have nothing to write only to tell you we are 
well and Matty is better than she was, and I hope will soone be 
well. Pray let me hear from you as often as you can. Mr. Wallace 
and his People will be with us through the Wilderness and a 
great number more give myne and your Momys best Compts to 
Magdalene and Accept of them Your Self and believe us your 
loving Parents. 

Sam’l & Mary McDowell 


No other details are known of that trip into Kentucky and no 
reference to 18 year old Ephraim McDowell during this journey has 
been found. Ridenbaugh stated that there were many long days of 
danger in their travel.%'

I was sent your article in the Family Trees asking for infor- 
mation on persons living in Wayne County before 1880. [I have 
some information on one family grouping that might be of interest 
to you. They lived in Wayne County more that 40 years. You 
might already have information on them but will send it hoping 
that you might be able to heip me also. 


I found my great-grandfather Orange Walker living with his 
mother, brothers and sisters on the 1850 Simpson County census. 
His father died before the 1850 census so I do not know his first 
name. This is the only piece of puzzle I have not been able to 
solve. Since the courthouses in Wayne County and Simpson 
Counties both burned, I have not been able to get this informa- 
tion. Orange's mother was a McCarty and I fouWM a Bible record 
for the McCarty family but it listed Annice(or Annis) married 
to a ----- Walker. Orange was named for Annice's brother Orange 
McCarty. The McCarty families lived in Clarke County and 

Wayne County since moving to Ms. from S.C. around 1826. 


Orange married sisters. He married first Mary Felts, and they 
had one son, Henry Dauce Walker. Mary died and Orange married 
second, Martha Félts. They are daughters of David W. Felts 

and Mary {Griffin} Felts of Rankin County. Martha (Felts) Walker 
was my great-grandmother. I copied the Felts in Rankin County 

to show you how. the families intermarried. You will notice, 
living with Mary and Martha's brother Thomas Felts, a family 

by the name of Dearman. The Elizabeth 12 years of age is "Mary 
Elizabeth" Dearman who married Willis Walker, Orange's brother. 
They married in Clarke County in 1855 and then moved to Wayne County 
until Willis' death in 1909. Annice Walker followed her son to 
Wayne County and is listed,with her daughters, next door to 
Willis in 1860. Orange had moved to La. and was there during 

the Civil War. I have no information on his brother Asa. He 
must have died, or moved away, between the 1850 census and 1860 


census. The 1863 State Census shows Permelia and Annice, living 
with Willis and Mary {Dearman} Walker on the Wayne Co. Census. 
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wm. 


and I believe their mother, Annice had died by then. I do not 
have any tax records for Wayne County from 1850 to 1900 so I 
don't know if Annice paid taxes on the home she lived in at the 
time of the 1860 census, nor do I have any information on 
property taxes for Willis. 


I believe Annice Walker's husband, and Orange's father was Henry 
Walker, son of Rev. Francis Walker and Charity {Bush Walker but 
have no documented proof. Orange and Willis both named their 
first children Henry. This would seem to me that they named 

them after their father. All of Henry Walker's census records 
correspond with the number ofpeople in Annice's family listing 

in 1850. If, in your research you have discovered the father of 
Willis in Wayne County I would appreciate having it. If you have 
tax listing for Annice or Willis in Wayne County I would 
appreciate that also. 


TI have other information on both these families that I would 
be willing to share, if you so desire. Please let me know.

and then moved about four miles south on the main road leading to the 
coast, where he done well; but had the misfortune to lose his wife, who 
had borne him five children. He subsequently married Miss Caroline Evans 
who before his death was the mother of thirteen children. 

He represented his county in the Legislature one or two terms and 
one in the Senate, and also filled the office of Judge of Probate for 
one term, probably more. | 

"His family of children increasing so rapidly, and growing up, and 
school facilities being so meager, in that thinly populated country, and 
entertaining an ambition to educate his children, he removed to Greene 
County to Salem High School where he intended to remain until his older 
children, at least, had the advantage of an education, but alas! God orm 
dered it otherwise. He took the typhoid fever and died and was buried 
there by the Masonic Fraternity, of which order he was a member. In 1830 
he and his wife both joined the Methodist E. Church and lived and died in 
that church. Three of his sons were lost in the war. Alfred by disease. 
Abiezer who commanded a company was killed at Atlanta. Daniel was killed 
at Franklin Tennessee in the battle. The remaining 15 are still living. 
In 1830 the Leaf River circuit was left by the conference without a 
preacher, to be supplied, which was done by a Bro. Parker, a bachelor, 
an ordinary preacher, but a good man, and done all he could to build up 
and strengthen the church, but no marked success followed.
